AJCongress 
Asks Pardon 
For Rev. King 


NEW YORK (P-O)—A plea to 
grant a pardon to Rev. Martin 
Luther King, Negro leader sen- 
tenced to a four month jail term 
in Georgia, was directed to Geor- 
gia Governor S. Ernest Vandiver 
by the American Jewish Con- 
gress, ° 

Dr. Joachim Prinz, AJC presi- 
dent, sent a telegram to Vandiver 
charging that the imprisonment 
ordered by a Decatur, Ga., court, 
“was a move to punish King be- 
cause of his effective leadership 
in the effort to end racial segre- 
gation.” 

The wire concluded: “Action 
on your part to halt this perver- 
sion of the law enforcement 
machinery of the State of Geor- 
gia will be convincing proof that 
the democratic system of gov- 
ernment requires that justice 
and morality prevail over vindic- 
tiveness and bigotry.” 








LOVE IS A MANY-SPLENDORED THING 
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Jewish Vote Wooed 
By Ardent Politicos 


NEW YORK (P-O) — The 
question of “How the Jewish 
voter will cast his ballot?” in 
the Presidential election Nov. 
8, is one that has kept the whis- 
tle-stopping politicos busy and in 
some cases bellowing, during 
the closing weeks of the cam- 
paign. 

Emphatic assertions that “there 
is a Jewish vote” and that 
“there is not a Jewish vote” 
have echoed back and forth over 
the general political carnage 
with both sides about even at 
“post time,” as the standard 
bearers near the starting gate 
for that climactic gallop to vic- 
tory — or defeat. 

The Jewish POST and OPIN- 
ION has garnered a round-up of 
opinions, statements, charges 
and counter-charges impinging 
on the crusade to gather up 
the Jewish vote, and put it in 
the right ballot box — whether 
there is such a thing as a Jew- 
ish vote or not, 

The U. S. State Department 
suddenly found itself in the mid- 
die of the conflict as rumors 
and reports flew that (a) the 
Department had said it would 
back the United Arab Republic 
for a seat on the UN Security 
Council and (b) that the State 
Department would do no such 
thing. 

In this connection, the Jewish 
War Veterans announced that 
the JWV president — I. L. Feuer 
— had received a letter from 
Temple Wanamaker of the State 
Department, asserting that the 
Department would “continue to 
back the UAR for the Security 
Council because the UAR is the 
only candidate for the seat.” 

Back came Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Republican candidate for 
Vice-President, with a telegram 
from Woodruff Wallner, acting 
Assistant Secretary for Inter- 
national Organization Affairs, 
stating categorically that the 
State Department “is not back- 
ing any candidate for the Middle 
East and African seat” and has 
made no statement subscribing 
to any contrary opinion. 

Said Mr. Lodge: “I think if a 
member is going to be elected to 
the Security Council it ought to 
be in compliance with United 
Nations resolutions. Now, the 
UAR is not complying with UN 
resolutions on the subject of 
free navigation of the Suez Ca- 
nal, therefore, I would not think 
we should support the election 
of the UAR to the Security 
Council.” 

Lodge said he would also op- 
pose admission of South Africa 
to a seat on the Council because 
of the SA Government’s stand 
on “apartheid” or racial segre- 
gation. 

Clara Booth Luce, ex-Ambassa- 
dor to Italy and playwright of 





distinction, got into the brawl 
with a statement that religion 
should play a large part in the 
casting of any voter’s ballot. 

“It is a poor Christian or Jew,” 
wrote Mrs. Luce in McCall’s 
Magazine, “who does not place 
his religious conscience, as 
formed before God, above the 
claims of his pocketbook or his 
political preferences.” 

A convert to Catholicism, Mrs. 
Luce intimated that all Catho- 
lics will vote for Senator John 
F. Kennedy, Democratic candi- 
date for President. She added 
that it is likewise inevitable and 
right that Protestants and Jews 
will take a candidate’s religion 
into account at polling time. 

Her thesis brought a number 
of prominent politicos down on 
her head, including Mayor Rob- 
ert Wagner of New York City, 
a Protestant; Abe Stark, a Jew, 
president of City Council; and 
former Mayor Bill O’Dwyer, a 
Catholic, who quit the mayoral- 
ty while his regime was under 
investigation, 

Said Wagner, “There is no 
Catholic, Jewish or Protestant 
vote as such.” Said O’Dwyer. 
“There is no such thing as vot- 
ing for a man’s religion.” Said 
Abe Stark, “There is only one 
kind of vote — an American 
vote,” 

From Hyannis Port, Mass., 
Senator Kennedy’s home base, 
came word that the Democratic 
standard bearer had summoned 
four brain-trusters, including a 
man named Samuelson, to a 
huddle on Cape Cod for the pur- 
pose of discussing interest rates 
and economic growth. The group 
included: Paul Samuelson of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology; John Kenneth Galbraith 
and Seymour Harris of Harvard 
and Richard Lester of Princeton. 


Richard Nixon, GOP Presiden- 
tial candidate, muttering under 
his breath, “Sic Semper Hyan- 
nis,” recalled bitterly en effort 
by the Democrats to snare the 
Jewish vote by ridiculing an edi- 
torial in an Israeli newspaper 
calling on all American Jews to 
vote against Kennedy. The edi- 
torial was widely circulated by 
Nixon’s press secretary and 
boomeranged. Loud protests rose 
from American Jewry that the 
American Jewish comminity 
was the victim of a slur because 
of the editorial’s imputation that 
Jews could be induced to vote 
as a bloc. 

Samuel L. Blumenfeld of 111 
East 26th St., New York, pro- 
duced a thousand-word letter 
backing up the Israel newspe- 
per editorial and cheering the 
Republicans for having used it 
as campaign material. 

Blumenfeld, a Jew, said it was 
true that Kennedy’s announced 
views on foreign policy matters 





constitute a grave menace to the 
future of Israel. He cited the 
case of Algeria where the FLN 
—standard bearer of Algeria na 
tionalism, is bucking for complete 
severance from France. Kennedy 
backed the FLN, said Blumen. 
feld, which means that if elected 
he would throw the support of 
his regime behind a policy sure 
to alienate France and increase 
the power of the UAR in the 
Middle East, thus imperiling the 
survival of Israel. 

The hate-spouting image of 
Cowboy Evangelist Harvey 
Springer was injected ghoulish. 
ly into the campaign by Irving 
M. Engel, head of the Democratie 
Reform Group in New York and 
former president of the Amer. 
ican Jewish Committee. 

Jews should oppose Springer’s 
candidate — Nixon — said Ene 
gel, because Springer, once a 
rabid anti-Semite, had switched 
to anti-Catholicism during the 
present election campaign, but 
would be back on the anti-Sem 
itic track when the election was 
over. The ADL furnished evé 
dence to show that Springer 
abandoned his anti-Semitie at 
tacks, not for the purpose of the 
present campaign, but as far 
back as 1955. 

A bright note was tossed inte 
the gloom of looming specters 
of bigotry by ADL director, 
Sheldon Steinhauser, who said 
that the outcropping of bigotry, 
in the campaign may result, after 
the election, in a greater recogne 
tion of the necessity for Jewish 
Catholic-Protestant coo peration 
on common problems. 

Another curious statement 
came from Republican Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver, who first de= 
fended Lodge against attacks 
that the UN delegate had shown 
unfriendliness to Israel at the 
time of the Suez Crisis, and then 
said the question of Israel should 
not be involved in the election, 


Silver recalled that when Lodge 
was in the Senate he often gave 
him (Silver) guidance and politk 
cal help during and in the days 
prior to 1948 battle for recogni- 
tion of Israel by the UN. Refer- 
ring to Lodge’s stand against Is- 
rael at the time of the Suez crisis, 
Rabbi Silver asserted that as a 
matter of course Lodge repre- 
sented our government’s posi- 
tion. 

“The position of the candidates 
of both parties on Israel,” Rabbi 
Silver’s statement said, “and 
their attitude towards our people 
. «- should not enter into this 
campaign any more than the re- 
ligious issues generally. Ameri- 
can Jews should vote and I be- 
lieve they will vote, without ref- 
erence to any Jewish angle which 
simply does not exist in this 
campaign.” 
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JERUSALEM (P-O) — Round 
one in the rejuvenated Lavon Af- 
fair has ended with honors about 
even between the conflicting par 
ties—namely the younger ele- 
ment in the Mapai favored by 
Premiere David Ben-Gurion and 
the “old Guard” in the Mapam 
to which Pinhas Lavon, resigned 
Minister of Defense, belongs. 


Before the bell rang on the 
first round, the events that took 
place were stormy. The Cabinet 
shook. Ben-Gurion threatened <:o 
resign. Dana Adams Schmidt in 
the New York Times tied the 
Lavon dispute to the Israeli at- 
tack on the Gaza Strip in 1955. 


The implication appeared to 
be that the army took umbrage 
at Lavon’s refusal to approve 
the Gaza Strip assault and then 
turned on him and testified that 
he had sanctioned the attack in 
violations which required prior 
consultation with the Israeli 
Cabinet before embarking the 
army on such an adventure. 


In the heat and turmoil of the 
eruption, Lavon resigned his 
post. It was charged that during 
the i:.vestigation into the charges 
against him, army officers gave 
forged testimony in an effort to 
figuratively hang him to the 
yardarm 

After quiiting the defense post, 
Lavon concentrated his energies 
on conducting the office of 
General Secretary of the 
Histadruth, Israel’s trade union 
co. federation which is lined up 
in square opposition to Ben 
Gurion and the younger element 
in the Israeli government. 


_M. Z. Frank, National Jewish 
POST and OPINION columnist, 
sces the Lavon affair as one in- 
cideni in the bitter struggle be 
tween Ben-Gurion’s forces on tne 
one hand and Histadruth and 
other political parties on the

In any case, the Lavon affair 
seems to give the opposition par 
ties a peg on which to hang con- 
tinued harassment of Ben-Gurio1 
for the second round will be 
coming up shortly. 

One of the factors in the 1955 
Gaza Strip attack in which 38 
Egyptians were killed, was the 
use by Israel of a new type of 
rocket weapon the Egyptians had 
never scen before. So effective 
were the destructive capabilities 
of this weapon that President 
Nasser of the UAR took im 
mediate steps to obtain the mosi 
modern weapons of warfare 
from the Soviet government. 

During the five years thai 
have elapsed since Lavon’s resig- 
nation as Minister ot Defense, he 
has built the Histadruth into 4 
fortress from which he has cam 
paigned against Ben-Gurion’s ef- 
forts to rejuvenate the Mapai 
Party and particularly against 
Shimon Peres, Deputy Minister 
of Defense, and other younger 
men he held responsible for his 
downfall. 

The end,of the first round in 
the rejuvenated Lavon Affair 
came when Lavon announced 
that he has accepted former 
Prime Minister Moshe Sharett’s 





statement that he absolves him 
of any responsibility for the 1955 
“security mishap” which, ac- 
cording to Mr. Schmidt of the 
New York Times, was the at- 
tack on the Gaza Strip. 

Mr. Sharett was Prime Mini- 
ster at-the time of Lavon’s resig- 
nation. 

Thus, the mutual recrimina- 
tions which have thundered over 
Israel during the past four 
weeks have quieted for the time 
being. The bell for the next 
round will sound when the spe-

What Makes Race Haters Tick? 


Bishop Gives a Few Answers 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Why the 
bigot? And what is the cure for 
bigotry? 

The Right Rev. James A. Pike, 
Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
the Diocese of California and for- 
mer Dean of the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine in New York, 
answers these questions in an 
article appearing in the Sunday 
Magazine of the New York 
Times. 

“The thought pattern of the 
bigot,” writes Bishop Pike, “is 
fairly easy to describe. He starts 
with the hypothesis that people 
may be placed in categories and 
that once they are so placed they 
will remain dependably in that 
category. Thus one of the marks 
of the true bigot is that he is 
given to statements which begin 
with the word “all.” 

“All Negroes are shiftless’ or 
‘All Roman Catholics are more 
loyal to the Pope than to their 
own country’ or ‘All people who 
are interested in liberal causes 
are Communists.’ Of such stereo- 
typing is bigotry made. 

“Anti-Semitism, anti-Negro po- 
sitions, even a certain type of 
hysterical anti-Communism, all 
partake of this same logical de- 
fect. They all assume that every- 
one in a given category is the 
same, despite a great abundance 
of evidence to the contrary. 

“Viewed in this way, bigotry 
might seem a purely superficial 
phenomenon which would suc- 
cumb to the clear light of logic. 
Unfortunately for such hopes, 
the activities that we character- 
ize as ‘bigotry’ have deeper roots, 
embedded in a fundamental emo- 
tional insecurity, 

“It is a truism that one of the 
characteristics of twentieth cen- 
tury America is a deep feeling 
of insecurity on the part of many 
of our people. One only need 
study the statistics of crime, sui- 
cide, alcoholism, addiction to nar- 
cotics and the use of tranquiliz- 
ers and sleeping pills to realize 
this. 

“The Southern racist may be 
what he is because of his own 
feelings of inferiority and need 
for racial identity but he is in 
many cases led by those who see 





a chance to make political capital 
out of his insecurity and who 
give him in return a focus, a 
standard to carry and a place to 
cast his vote. 


“The demagogue who rises to 
high places by the cynical con- 
trol of a bigoted constituency is 
simply beneath our contempt. 
What is the answer? Education 
as to the causes of bigotry and 
hatred will greatly reduce its im- 
pact. Most people are motivated 
by impulses of good will. If they 
can see the errors in the propo- 
sitions to which they are asked 
to give their loyalty, they will 
tend to avoid them or even seek 
to rebut them. Each _ person

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Rosy Report on Soviet Jewry 
Doubted by Press in Israel 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — A re- 
port by M. Andre Blumel, co- 
chairman of the France-USSR 
Friendship League, that the 
Jews in Russia constitute a more 
spirited Jewish community than 
Jews in the United States or 
anywhere else in the world, with 
the sole exception of Israel, has 
stirred a spirited controversy in 
the Jewish State, according to an 
article in the Jerusalem Post by 
Maurice Carr. 

Blumel, ousted as president of 
the French Zionist Federation, 
because of his pro-Communist 
leanings, recently visited Russia 
and came back to Paris to re 
port that the situation of Jews 
in the Soviet Union was ,im- 
proving and that greater free- 
dom is being granted them in the 
fields of religion and culture. 

The “Beria terror period” 
when Jews in Russia “sat on 
their suitcases” in the expecta- 
tion of nightly arrest and de- 
portation at the hands of Beria’s 
secret Police, is now “only an 
evil memory,” Blumel declared 

A galaxy of eminent Jews are 
members of the Soviet Academy 
of Science and a large percent- 
age of the Soviet champions in 
the recent Olympic games were 
Jews, reported Blumel. During 
Paul Robeson’s concert tour of 
Russia, he sang in various lan- 
guages but he invariably got 
the greatest ovation for his Yid- 
dish songs, Blumel declared. 

Reacting to pressures and lack. 
ing a Jewish education, said 
Blumel, Soviet Jewish youth 
“cling all the more fiercely and 
proudly to their Jewishness dur- 
ing the Simhat Torah services. 
During the High Holy Days, he 
said, 25,000 Jews gathered out- 
side the principal synagogue in 
Leningrad to hear the service 
relayed through loudspeakers.- 

Touching on the “advances” 
made by Jewish culture, Blumel 
said a deluxe edition of a novel 
by David Bergelson is due to ap- 
pear in Yiddish within a month 
and Yiddish concerts draw full 
houses wherever performed. 

The favorable picture drawn by 
Blumel of the lot of Soviet Jew- 
ry, drew sharp criticism from 
the Israel press and the appear- 
ance of a “fact sheet” issued 
by the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B’rith, goes a long way 
toward controverting — his opti- 
mistic statements. 


The Israel daily Davar com- 
mented: “We are sorry to say 
there is as yet no reason to be- 
lieve that a change is about to 
take place in the attitude of the 
Soviet authorities towards the 
Jewish minority.” 

Commenting on a declaration 
by Blumel that the right of So- 
viet Jews to come to Israel is 


———— 
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“connected with the cold war,” 
the Davar editorial stated, 
“There were years when there 
was no cold war and there was 
also no emigration from the So- 
viet Union.” 

Maariv said that Blumel’s re- 
port was apparently designed to 
“lull world Jewry into believing 
that Russian Jewry is free to 
maintain its synagogues and 
other religious institutions.” The 
paper, however, raises doubts as 
to the authenticity of his facts 
by pointing out that he neither 
speaks nor reads Russian, was 
refused an interview -with the 
Russian Minister of Culture and 
was refused permission to see 
the files of the arsonists who 
burned the synagogue In Malak- 
hovska, 

Maariv commented that Blume! 
got most of his information on 
Russian Jewry from the Soviet 
Jewish poet, Reglis, “who never 
was outstanding in his loyalty 
to the Jewish people.” 

The synagogue burning at Ma- 
lakhovska, a Moscow suburb, 
occurred Oct. 4, 1959, the first 
day of the Jewish New Year. 
The home of the 80-year-old care- 


taker of the Jewish cemetery of. 


Malakhovska was burned at the 
same time, according to the Anti- 
Defamation League fact sheet. 
The body of the caretaker’s 67- 
year-old wife was found in the 
ruins of his home. She had been 
strangled, 

The League fact sheet stresses 
that preceding the fire, the town 
and adjoining communities were 
showered with leaflets bitterly 
anti-Semitic in tone. One of the 
leaflets read, “Throw the Jews 
out of commerce where they 
damage socialist property and 
the people’s wealth. They are 
an obstacle to the development 
of commerce. They cause mucl: 
damage to the State and to the 





working people and amass pro-. 


fits for themselves.” 

Another leaflet said, ‘Upon our 
Russian soil the Jew reached 
these heights. He besmirches the 
Russian people with curse words, 
‘idiot,’ ‘Vanka.’ And we suffer 
this. Until when is this to con- 
tinue? We rescued them from 
the Germans who dealt more 
wisely with them.” 

The fact sheet declared that 
the Soviet Jewish community of 
3,000,000 is “officially deprived 
of major cultural and religious 
rights guaranteed to all ethnic 
and religious groups by the So- 
viet Constitution, laws and prac- 
tice, and is subjected to dis- 
criminatory practices in educa- 
tion and employment.” 

Maurice Carr, commenting in 
the Jerusalem Post on Blumel’s 
report, writes that the French- 
man’s statements during a two- 
hour press.conference in Paris 
“were received with skepticism 
by non-Communist listeners who 
felt he had been artfully misled 
by the Soviet authorities and by 


his interpreter-cum-traveling 


companion, Gaston Larouche, a 
leading members of the French 
Communist Party.” 

The correspondents, said Carr, 
reminded Blumel of the “char- 
acteristically false” assurance 
given by the Soyiet Embassy in 
Paris and by a Soviet Jewish 
general who visited Paris last 
year that the story of the burn- 
ing of the Malakhovska syna- 
gogue was “sheer fabrication.” 

Blumel declared he had learned 
that the perpetrators of the Ma- 
lakhovska arson had been sen- 
tenced to from 10 to 12 years in 
prison by a Soviet judge and 
that the fires had been denounced 
by Soviet authorities as a racial 
outbreak contrary to the under- 
lying principles of the Soviet re- 
gime. 








Country Club Bar Mitzva 
Lampooned as Mockery 


PHILADELPHIA (P-O) — The 
rabbi today must be an admini- 
strator, a back-slapper, a fund- 
raiser, a book reviewer, a public 
do-gooder and — if he has any 
time left to read — enough of a 
citer of texts to impress his laity. 

This picture of the modern 
spiritual leader of a congrega- 
tion was given by Edwin Wolf 

II, writing in the Jewish Expon- 
ent. Wolf expressed concern over 
the fact that too much emphasis 
is placed on items of temporary 
value while the basic and abid- 
ing values are ignored. 

*T do not believe that Ameri- 
can Jewry can survive the be- 
guiling effects of a free, easy, 
comfortable, materialistic democ- 
racy unless it generates a new 
native American elan,” he wrote. 
“J can foresee a gradual return 
to the old cycle which saw most 
of the descendants of colonial 
Jews become Christians and 
many of the descendants of Ger- 
man Jews slip into the fringes of 
Jewish communal life. 

*I am concerned that so few 
have read enough to understand 
what is the Jewish Heritage. I 
am concerned that our standards 
of Jewish education are so low 
that we teach minimal liturgical 
Hebrew and religion so broadly 
based and history so attenuated 





that being a Jew has come to 
be epitomized in the mockery of 
a country club bar mitzva party. 

“The young Jew — and I speak 
in generalities only — comes to 
adulthood a Jew only because 
he was born one. He has no 
real knowledge of prophetic 
ideals, ethical standards or schol- 
arly dedication. Worse, he re- 
ceives nothing of them from his 
parents and has no desire to 
know anything about them. 

“An early flaming of the Jew- 
ish spirit gave man monotheism. 
Another upsurge translated tri- 
bal monotheism into the prophet- 
ic ideal of the universal brother- 
hood of man. A third revelation 
produced the unique concept that 
faith and discipline and study 
could keep alive a people with- 
out a land of its own. 

“The world is ripe for an- 
other religious breakthrough. 
Perhaps the age-old wisdom of 
the Jew will provide an answer 
to the predicament of today. 
From the spiritual experience of 
our past people may learn how 
the divinity which lies in man 
can rise above war, hate, prej- 
udice, gold, power, nationalism 
and greed to attain the capabil- 
ities which technologically mah 
has and which morally and spir- 
itually he lacks.” 





Changes Seen in Jewish Life 
In “60 By Rabbi, Sociologist 


NEW YORK (P-O)—A sociolo- 
gist and a rabbi, taking a look 
at what effect the next ten years 
will have on Jewish life in Amer- 
ica, arrive at the conclusion that 
there will be some changes in 
the fields of culture, religion, 
education and social relationships 
but that the basic foundations of 
Jewish life will remain un- 
changed. 

Marshall Sklare, in an address 
delivered at the larger Congrega- 
tions Conference Dedication in 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregation’s House of Living 
Judaism, presented the sociolo- 
gist’s view. He said that social 
change during the coming dec- 
ade will guarantee the institu- 
tional prosperity of the religious 
forces in Jewish-American life 
and will simultaneously challenge 
the spiritual health of these 
forces. 

The Jewish birthrate, he said, 
will increase because of the in- 
creasing shift of Jews from ur- 
ban to suburban communities. 
At the same time, he emphasized, 
the problem of aged Jews will 
become more urgent. The syna- 
gogue, he said, must develop a 
program designed not only to 
enable these elderly people to 
keep busy at some activity in 
Golden Age Clubs but also to 
satisfy their spiritual needs. 

Touching on the _ education 
level of Jews in the 1960's, he 
said “we will confront a Jewish 
community where those who have 
NOT attended college are _ in- 
creasingly the exception” as com- 
pared with earlier generations 
of immigrant Jews, most of 
whom had little more than a 
grammar school or high school 
education. 

“In the 1950’s,” Sklare declared, 
“Ivy League institutions, as well 
as other elite colleges, enrolled 
much larger numbers of Jewish 
students. Admittedly such stu- 
dents are and will be, a small 
percentage of Jewish college 
graduates. But the point is that 
these students will constitute an 
increasingly large percentage of 
those available for leadership in 
the Jewish community.” 

He asserted that contact with 
the Ivy League atmosphere might 
produce “subtle conflicts” and 
precipitate “unanticipated conse- 
quences.” 

“For example,” Sklare said, 
“the student might be exposed 
to a culture and to a ‘brow level’ 
which may make him increasing- 
ly critical of certain Jewish hab- 
its and certain aspects of Jewish 
culture. And he may, if he is a 
good student and takes a serious 
interest in gaining a liberal edu- 
cation, also come to view Juda- 
ism itself in a new perspective. 
Steeping himself in ‘high culture’ 
he may see his religion through 
a prism subtly shaped by “the 
Christian experience.” 

Sklare commented on _ the 
“changing nature of Jewish- 
ness” already under way and 
pointed out that during the 
1960’s there will be an increas- 
ing tendency for Jews to view a 
good Jew as someone who be- 
lieves in God, leads an ethical 
life and is active in civic and hu- 
manitarian causes as compared 
with previous generations where 
observance of the Sabbath and 
participation in religious festi- 
vals anc Holy Day ceremonies 
were regarded as essential. 

“Reform Jews in the 1960's 
will increasingly have broken

with the _ ghetto,” declared 
Sklare. “Their lower-class ori- 


gins will recede anfl will no 
longer be threatening. The ap- 
peal of religion in the 1960’s may 
not be dampened by the evoca- 
tion of unpalatable associations 
with immigrant life. 

“Many associated problems re- 
quire further discussion. Thus 
there is the question of the re- 
sponsibility of the religious 
forces for other aspects of ‘Jew- 
ishness’ and indeed whether the 
religious forces in the commun: 
ity can truly prosper if other 
aspects’ of ‘Jewishness’ decline, 
It is apparent that social change 
during the coming decade will 
guarantee the institutional pros- 
perity of the religious forces in 
American-Jewish life. It will si- 
multaneously challenge the spir- 
itual health of these forces.” 

Rabbi Edgar E. Sitkin of 
North Shore, Glenco, Ill., giving 
the clerical view of the forth- 
coming decade and its probable 
effect on American Jewish life, 
said that social activities will 
unquestionably assume a more 
important place in the syna- 
gogue program than they have 
in the past. 

Judaism, he asserted, will be- 
come more liberal in doctrine 
and practice and there may be 
a strong demand for revision of 
the Union Prayer Book. 

He sees the Orthodox fighting 
grimly for the survival of tra- 
ditionalism, the Conservatives 
trying to keep a “thumb in the 
dike” as the wave of the future 
comes at them and the Reform 
Jews continuing to accept 
change as the decade advances. 

He agrees with Sklare that the 
suburban synagogue will play an 
increasingly important part in 
Jewish life. 

He sees the migration of Jew: 
ish families from the cities to 
the suburbs and the creation of 
“suburbs-to-the-suburbs” finally 
resulting in a composite city- 
suburb community extending 
from Boston to Richmond, Va. 

Summing up the changes 
which will develop during the 
60’s, he says “Those who long 
for the Judaism of their fathers 
and grandfathers will be incon- 
solable as they see it wither and 
fade in the American environ: 
ment. But Judaism will live, per- 
haps to witness new triumphs. 
As the authors of “Life Is With 
People’ have written ‘Each im- 
pact that chips at the outer edge 
may serve simultaneously to 
strengthen the core.’ There is a 
creative restlessness in the Jew 
which makes him the perennial 
custodian of what Reform Juda- 
ism terms a progressive revolu- 
tion. If this impulse still informs 
our faith, we may face the 60’s 
as those who embark upon high 
adventure.” 


Hitler's Reich Depicted 

BONN (P-O)—The first seg- 
ment of a 14-part documentary 
film depicting the “true story 
of Hitler’s Third Reich” was 
shown to 9,000,000 German TV. 
viewers Sunday (Oct. 23). 

It was the first time that the 
unvarnished story of the Nazi 
regime had been placed before 
such a large German audience. 
The producers of the TV film 
said it will help Germans to un- 
derstand the course of events 
which precipitated the Father- 
land into a catastrophe unparal- 
leled in German history. 
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Arabs Bar 
Israel Bid 
For Peace 


NE WYORK (P-O)—The olive 
branch of peace was held out to 
the Arab nations by Israeli For- 
eign Minister Golda Meir, in an 
address before the United Na- 
tions General Assembly. The of- 
fer was rejected by Arab spokes- 
men. 

Challenging UAR President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser and the 
heads of all Arab states, to meet 
with Premier David Ben-Gurion 
of Israel, Mrs. Meir said: “Let 
us sit down in a free not pre- 
conditioned conference, to dis- 
cuss peace. We are convinced 
that that is the only realistic 
approach. And when there is 
peace between us, let us, with 
united strength, develop the en- 
tire region for the welfare of all 
people.” 

Taking the podium in reply to 
Mrs. Meir, Ahmed Shukairy of 
Saudi Arabia, notorious for his 
intemperate attacks on _ Israel, 
and other Arab spokesmen, spoke 
disparagingly of Mrs. Meir’s pro- 
posals, calling them repetitions 
of pr-_vious Israeli statements. 

In the course of the debate, 
Mrs. Meir characterized as “ridic- 
ulous,” Arab charges that Israel 
was guilty of colonialism in Af- 
rica. The Arab argument that 
Israeli poultry experts in Africa, 
the negotiation of shipping agree- 
ments with Africa and the pre- 
sence of African trainees in Is- 
rael, constituted “colonialism” 
was labelled “nonsense” by Mrs.

The agreement was signed by 
Burton M. Halpern of Freeman- 
Halpern Associates of New York 
and Alexander Massees, presi- 
dent of United Public Relations 
Services, Ltd., Tel Aviv. 

The accord affects those Is- 
raeli exports already active in 
the American market and those 
planned for export to the U. S. 
It will also provide services for 
Israeli real estate and business 
enterprises interested in private 
American capital invesment. 
Under the agreement, more than 
75 per cent of the costs of these 
programs may be Paid for in Is 
rael pounds, which are officially 
valued at $.56. 





First Payment on Loan 


Goes to Israel Soon 

BONN (P-O) —The first in- 
stallment of the $500,000,000 ten- 
year loan negotiated between the 
West German Government and 
Israel, will be paid to Israel be- 
fore the end of the current cal- 
endar year, according to the Par- 
liamentary News Agency of 
West Germany. 

The loan will be allocated in 
yearly payments of $50,000,000, 
according to the News Agency 
which said the money will come 
for the most part from German 
money abroad, principally in 
France. 

Israel emphasized that it was 
in urgent need of the loan since 
it had used up most of the com- 
pensation payments assured it 
under an agreement with Bonn 
which expires in 1961.

SECOND CLASS CITIZENS 
SAY MOROCCAN JEWS 


NEW YORK (P-0)—The 200,- 
000 Jews in Morocco signed a 
petition to the Arab Government 
of the country, protesting that 
they are treated as second class 
citizens. 

Morocco won its independence 
four years ago. The Government 
signed up for membership in the 
Arab League two years ago. 
Since then it has been under the 
thumb of Cairo. 

President Nasser of the UAR 
instructed the Moroccan leaders 
not to allow Jews to migrate to 
Israel. The Jews in the present 
petition stressed the difficulties 
now placed in their way when 
they try to obtain passports to 
journey abroad. Sixty Jews were 
arrested in August in North Mo- 
rocco when they sought to leave 
the country illegally. 

The petition emphasizes the 
fact that the Jews have lived in 
Morocco since the 14th century 
which was long before the Arabs 
settled there. Yet the Moroccan 
Government now insists that the 





lran Friendly 
to Israel Despite 
UAR Threats

WASHINGTON, D. C. (P-O)— 
The Iranian government and its 
diplomatic representatives, de- 
spite threats from Nasser and 
the UAR, continue openly to pur- 
sue a policy of friendship and 
cooperation with Israel. 

In Washington, this has taken 
on a social aspect with ranking 
Iranian diplomats conspicuous at 
Israeli functions. At a_ recent 
Iranian reception, one of their 
diplomatic officers told this re- 
porter that his country hoped 
to send some of its students to 
Israel for specialized training, 
He said that Iran’s observers at 
the International Conference on 
the Advancement of Science for 
the New States, held at Israel’s 
Weizmann Institute, found the 
meetings of “great value.” 

Commenting on Nasser’s con- 
demnation of Iranian-Israel re- 
lations, an Embassy spokesman 
said, “Iran is a sovereign nation. 
Our policies and relations with 
other countries will not be 
changed by Nasser’s statements.”

wrongly informed about the citi 
zenship and asking her to bring 
in her son to be registered. The

israeli Arabs Have Good Life 
But Bite The Hand That Feeds 


py CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA — The Arab minority 
in the State of Israel is a problem 
pf growing concern here. In 1949 
there were 120,000 Arabs in Is- 
rael. Today the number is about 
900,000, and by 1970, thanks to 
jmproved health and sanitation 
conditions and high birth rate, 
the figure will reach close to 
500,000. 

It is not enough to emphasize 
Israel’s interest in this minority 
by pointing out that Arabs in 
this country enjoy a higher 
standard of living than almost 
anywhere in the Middle East; 
that remote villages have been 
provided with piped water, elec- 
tricity, and good access roads, 
that medical and health care is 
available; that schools have been 
built and education made com- 
pulsory. It is responsible for cre- 
ating a social revolution in the 
Arab community, Changes in the 
forms of society and in family 
and personal relationships, that 
should take place gradually over 
a period of several generations, 
have for the Arabs occurred 
overnight. This is the cause of a 
difficult situation which is com- 
pounded with the political reali- 
ties of the area. 

It is no secret that large num- 
bers of Israel’s Arabs look upon 
the existence of the State of Is- 
rael as a temporary phenome- 
non. Hence, they find themselves 
unable to “collaborate” with the 
government except in passive 
form, Otherwise, they feel, they 
will be answerable to their col- 
leagues, on the other side of the

‘border, who will some day re- 


store Arab rule and bring about 
the day of reckoning. This kind 
of feeling can not easily be rea- 
soned with. 

There is no law in Israel to 
forbid listening to hostile radio 
stations, and almost every Arab 
radio set in the country automat- 
ically tunes in Cairo. Shimon 
Peres, Deputy Minister of De. 
fence, stated recently that every 
time Nasser gains a victory of 
one sort or another, there are 
celebrations in Nazareth, 

Under such circumstances, it 
is easy to understand why some 
Israelis have an ambivalent atti- 
tude toward the Arabs. On the 
one hand, Jews, of all people, 
should know how to treat a mi- 
nority, There is a sincere desire 
to treat the Arabs as equal, loyal 
citizens of the State. But the 
facts above stated cause fear, 
distrust, suspicion, It is impos- 
sible to tell, when looking at an 
Arab, if he is truely loyal or 
hostile, 

When compulsory education 
was inaugurated, the Arab peas- 
ant resented it. The children had 
to go to sthool, instead of help- 
ing out in the fields. Today, it 
might be added, almost all Arab 
boys get schooling, though only 
about two-thirds of the girls. 
Sending truant officers into vil- 
lages won’t result in higher lit-

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eracy; a slow process of under- 
standing is required, 

Arabs go to their own schools, 
where the curriculum contains 
much that is of special interest 
to Arab culture. It was thought 
that perhaps it would help neigh- 
borly relations if Arab children 
were to go to the same school as 
Jews, but the language of in 
struction would be Hebrew, An 
Arab critic called this enslave- 
ment, 

A generation of village youth 
is now being reared which has 
graduated from high school. 
These young people don’t want 
to stay on the farms, despite 
the high profitability of Arab 
agriculture. “We didn’t go to 
school for 12 years for that!” 
And so they drift to the cities. 
like Nazareth, where there is no 
employment for them, and dis- 
content festers. 

There is no easy solution to 
these problems. Israel must try 
to absorb the young Arab in- 
tellectuals into the life of the 
country. It is important that they 
be employed in both gainful and 
satisfying occupations. 

The Arab must feel that he is 
at perfect liberty to mold his 
own kind of life, and that there 
is no attempt to change his chil- 
dren into a new Israeli type.

The 
first part is “Can you give us 
the names of synagogue archi- 
tects?” If the congregation is in 
a community that has few if 
any synagogue architects they 
then ask whether it would be 
better to retain a local man un- 
lettered in synagogue ‘architec- 
ture or send afar for a man ex- 
perienced in this field. 


To properly answer these ques- 
tions one must first be aware 
that architecture is a profession 
that requires a state license, All 
architects therefore must have 
acquired a degree from a school 
of architecture connected with a 
recognized college or university. 
Just as in the medical profes- 
sion, most architects are mem- 
bers of a national professional 
organization, the American In- 
stitute of Architects. The AIA 
has established very strict stand- 
ards of practice and demands 
that its members adhere to a 
stringent code of ethics in rec- 
ognition of the fact that, as in 
the medical profession, the safe- 
ty and health of all of us are in 
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volved in an architect’s endeav- 
ors. 


Is there such a thing as a 
“synagogue architect’? I’m re- 
minded of one prominent archi- 
tect who alluded to a similar 
question at a church conference 
on architecture; he is frequently 
asked whether he is a “colonial 
architect.” He told us that in or 
der to show the absurdity of the 
question, he kept a tri-corner hat 
such as worn by men in the 
Colonialial days in his desk and 
always put it on his head before 
answering affirmatively. 


All architects study the vari- 
ous forms and periods of archi- 
tectural style and have access to 
the books and records that treat 
with all of them. If he is comp- 
etant and creative, he can de- 
sign a structure with the Gothic 
lines of the 12th to 16th century 
or one with the most modern, 
contemporary form. The client 
must make the final decision. 

In the past the synagogue 
building has always taken the 
Shape and form of he dominant 
country or section of the world 
in which the Jews resided. Thus 
it was that the many of the first 
synagogues in America bore By 
zantine characteristics. Follow- 
ing World War II, the pent-up 
building boom was reflected in 
the synagogue field as well. Rab 
bis and lay leaders sought guid- 
ance on the design of a syna- 
gogue building that would meet 
the tastes and standards of the 
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|| the meaningful synagogue struc- 


era and encompass the new func- 
tions of the synagogue, 

To find some of the answers 
Rabbi Jacob Schwartz, then Di- 
rector of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregation’s Commis- 
sion on Synagogue Activities, 
convened the first national con- 
ference on synagogue architec- 
ture in 1947. To this session came 
about 25 architects who had ‘de- 
signed, or were in the process of 
designing, synagogue buildings. 
In the words of Harry M. Prince, 
AIA, first chairman of the 
UAHC’s Architects Advisory 
Panel, there “emerged insights 
and principles which literally 
changed the face of the Ameri- 
can synagogue; that committed 
American Jewry to a synthesis 
of Judaism’s traditional richness 
and the latest techniques and 
concepts of contemporary -archi- 
tecture.” 

The results of this momentous 
conference were manifold. It cre- 
ated a permanent UAHC Archi- 
tects Advisory Panel whose 50 
members render a unique con- 
sultation service which has aided 
hundreds of synagogues, It led 
to the publication by the UAHC 
of the only definitive text on the 
design and construction of the 
synagogue, “An American Syna- 
gogue for Today and Tomorrow,” 
edited by Peter Blake. It devel- 
oped the Synagogue Architectur- 
al Library at the Union House of 
Living Judaism in New York, a 
vast collection of photos, render- 
ings and floor plans of synagogue 
buildings, old and new. It also 
led to the establishment of the 
UAHC’s Accredited Artists List 
to encourage the liaison of art- 
ist’ and architect in the design of 


ture. 


Ten years after the first na- 
tional conference, the UAHC 


called the second such conclave 
and in 1957 more than 150 archi- 
tects, artists, lay leaders and rab- 
bis met. They assessed their pro. 
gress and attempted to set a 
path for the future. How much 
progress they made in the first 
10 years is reflected in the shape 
and configuration of the hun- 
dreds of contemporary syna- 
gogue buildings which dot the 
American landscape, It also re- 
sulted in the publication of a 
book, “The American Synagogue 
—A Progress Report.” This vol- 
ume, edited by Rabbi E. J. Lip- 
man and M. E. Schoen is avail 
able from the UAHC and will 
aid all synagogues who contem- 
plate a new building. 


While we can not say that 
there is Such a person as a 
“synagogue architect” there are 
individuals and firms of archi- 





tects who have devoted much 
creative thinking and energy ig 
the design of the syagogue build 
ing. There are individuals and 
organizations who have deve. 
oped a backlog of resource ma» 
terial on synagogue architecture, 
It would be wise, therefore, ba 
fore you choose an architecture 
to investigate these men and 
these resources. 

As to whether to engage a 
local architect or seek one with 
Synagogue design experience 
from afar, the question might be 
likened to that which faces a 
family in a serious physical ill 
ness. Sometimes the family doc. 
tor calls in a specialist for a 
consultation. In some instances 
this will not alter the therapy 
but it is reassuring that the pa 
tient is receiving the best of care,

TEL AVIV (P-O)—Israelis will 
now make Christmas tree orna- 
ments.

Woman Who Saved Jews. -

come to the United States with 
her two sons to meet one of 15 
Jews she saved from execution 
during the Nazi occupation of 
Poland.

Israel's Glittering Output 
of Diamonds Irks Belgium 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—The rapid 
expansion of Israel’s diamond in- 
dustry is beginning to flash too 
brightly for Belgian eyes, 

The glittering output of spark- 
lers has progressed to the point 
where Israel today is supplying 
90 per cent of the world’s 
“melees’”—diamonds of medium 
size. 

The six separate organizations 
representing the top Belgian dia- 
mond companies have responded 
to this situation by spurning an 
offer from Israel to form a joint 
committee to plan the supply and 
marketing of diamonds from the 
two countries. 

Michael Tsour, Director - Gen. 
eral of the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry, met this 
snub head-on several weeks. ago 
when he led a diamond manufac- 
turers’ delegation to Belgium for 
talks. 

The diamond trade is particu- 
larly sensitive to price fluctua- 
tions. Under conditions of un- 
restrained competition, retailers 
are reluctant to keep a large 
stock on hand if they fear a de- 
cline in prices. 

One of the main sources of 
rough stones, according to the 
Jerusalem Post, is the Diamond 
Syndicate, located in London, 
which has been asked to in- 
crease the number of Israel firms 
registered for the purchase of 
diamonds. At present only 55 out 
of the 155 diamond firms in Is- 
rael are on the quota. 


About a fifth of Israel’s dia- 
monds,° according to the Post, 
come from the Syndicate and a 





quarter from Africa. The rest 
are secured at second and third 
hand from Holland, the U. S. and 
Belgium — though such exports 
are illegal in the latter country. 


An agreement with the Bek 
gians, says the Post, would make 
it possible to plan production in 
accordance with the market situ 
ation. In the absence of such co- 
operation, it will not be easy to 
avoid the adverse consequences 
of uncontroled competition—par- 
ticularly since the total supply of 
diamonds on the market is de- 
termined not by the manufactur- 
ers, but by the Diamond Syndi- 
cate and other suppliers, the Post 
Points out,

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Rabbi Israel Goldstein, writing in the current issue of 
The Congress Weekly, speaks freely on American Jews 
going to Israel to live. 


BELATED AS THIS IS, we’re happy that Rabbi Gold- 
stein. now adds his voice more openly to this paper’s call 
for American Jews to respond to the challenge that is Israel. 

For years, we’ve been berating Zionist leaders for hid- 
ing aliya from the eyes of American Jews, and especially 
non-Jews, as if this were a skeleton which should not be ex- 
posed. But not on this page. We haven’t permitted the 
Zionist leadership to forget that they were destroying 
Zionism on a false fear—that the non-Jews might not 
understand. 

AT ONE POINT, Rabbi Arthur Lelyveld, at that time 
national Hillel director, echoed our call for 5 to 10,000 Amer- 
icans a year to go to Israel. This was the kind of inspira- 
tional leadership that was needed. But almost no one else 
took up the clarion call. 

The U. S. Zionist leadership entered almost into a 
conspiracy of silence—save when Ben-Gurion called on 
Jewish youth to throw in their lot with their Jewish 
brethren in Israel. Then the leadership rose up almost to 
a man and belabored Ben-Gurion. 

WHAT IS MORE, no leading Zionist himself moved to 
Israel to lead the way. Rabbi Goldstein is now moving to 
Israel. Rabbi Morton Berman, of Chicago, moved there a 
few years ago. The rest of the Zionist leadership in the U.S. 
is staying here in order to preside over liquidation of the 
Zionist movement in the U. S. 

Here is what Rabbi Goldstein had to say in his article, 
entitled, appropriately enough, “A Turning Point in 
Zionism.” 

The question of aliyah is, of course, a more “‘deli- 
cate” one. American Zionist leaders in particular have 
tended to approach this prime Zionist task gingerly. 
Such an attitude reflects a “‘public relations” caution, 
but it need not be so. One should have more faith in the 
capacity of men of goodwill to understand, appreciate, 
and even applaud acts motivated by idealism. Men of 
illwill will misunderstand and carp, no matter what. 

Idealistic immigration, it should be borne in mind, 
has been a factor in the upbuilding of America itself. 
Hence Americans con readily understand its im- 
portance to Israel. In the present context of world 
affairs, too, the United States is seeking to help 
young, new and underdeveloped nations on their road 
to independence and economic stability. America there- 
fore should and would welcome the impulse that 
prompts certain of its citizens to devote their lives and 
skills to pioneering enterprises overseas. Besides, Israel 
is the Holy Land where it is natural for Jews to want to 
live in order to fulfill themselves completely as Jews. 

Zionist leadership should take hold more ener- 
getically and on a larger scale than heretofore of this 
area of Zionist responsibility—the encouragement of 
idealistic aliyah to Israel. Individual Zionists should 
contemplate it for themselves as an optimum goal, and 
they should encourage others, wherever possible. This 
must be an indispensable part of the Zionist move- 
ment’s program. While there may be some warrant 
for the claim that Israel must prepare conditions 
which would make it more possible to absorb aliyah 
from the Western countries, this task too is largely 
a responsibility to be exercised by American Zionism 
for American Zionists, in a manner comparable to 
what has been done by Zionist organizations in South 
Africa and in Great Britain. 

Aliyah, it should finally be added, is important 
not only for Israel but also for the Jewishness of the 
community which sends forth its sons and daughters. 
It strengthens the vital link between the local com- 
— and Israel, and creates an intimate stake in 

srael, 


HELPING NON-JEWS 


Don’t fail to grasp the significance of the decision by 
the ORT, which is the Jewish group which retrains- Jews 
into artisans and craftsmen, to train non-Jews in under- 
developed lands. 

This is Judaism at its finest. This is the kind of Juda- 
ism that our young people can understand. If all Jewish 
activities are centered around only aiding Jews, then the 
impression of chauvinism our intellectuals get is inevitable. 

The Jewish college student understands well when 
Jews use Jewish agencies to help the underprivileged,

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It took considerable courage for Label 
Katz to oppose (P-O, Oct. 28) those who feel 
that a democratically-constituted overall Jew- 
ish organization can be set up to make de- 
cisions for U. S. Jewry. His points are well 
taken, and he now stands alongside the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee in his one salient 
position — that voluntary association is the 
only successful technique which can operate 
in a Jewish society where there are no means 
of compulsion, either by taxation or by gov- 
ernment-bestowed authority such as in the 
ghettoes. 


MR. KATZ SUPPORTED the Presidents 
Conference, made up of the presidents of 18 
major national Jewish organizations as the 
method towards effective unified action by 
the U. S. Jewish community. He pointed out 
that the Presidents Conference, which he 
heads, acts only for those of its organizations 
who support a specific move, so that any of 
the organizations in the Conference may with- 
draw at any point from any joint activity of 
the body. 


If we cannot agree with Mr. Katz that 
developing the Presidents Conference is the 
way toward unity in the Jewish community, 
it is because even with an extension of its 
frame of reference—it now can speak only 
on issues involving Israel—it cannot mean 
more because its presidents are not authorized 
to speak for their organizations— only for 
themselves. It is therefore one step removed 
from the people and another step removed 
from the organization itself.

OUR OWN VIEWS on achieving unity 
are well-known. This unity must come from 
the grass roots, not via our national Jewish 
organizations. This unity can be effective only 


if it has behind it Jewish public opinion. Jew- 
ish public opinion in the VU. S. Jewish com- 
munity cannot now be mustered. There is no 
widespread Jewish press read by any fraction 
of the Jewish community, and of course there 
is no Jewish radio and no Jewish TV. Each 
organization develops some public opinion in 
its own behalf, but none is powerful enough 
to effect the opposition. The Council of Jew- 
ish Federations and Welfare Funds could 
achieve unity in the Jewish community, but 
as of now has sidestepped any specific actions 
which might lead to such a development. It 
seems not even to want to discuss the matter. 


There the situation stands. It is not as 
hopeless as one might think. The CJFWF 
even perhaps against the wishes of its lead- 
ers, is already a powerful force for Jewish 
unity. Through the NCRAC, which is its child,

and through the Large Cities Budgeting Com 
ference, the CJFWF wields the greatesg 
strength in American Jewry today. 


WHILE WE’RE ON this subject, weg 
like to advert again to the matter of coord» 
nation in a very vital area. Both the Americag 
Jewish Committee and the B’nai B'rith have 
launched important surveys in the field of 
discrimination and anti-Semitism. Both ang 
costing into the tens of thousands of dollarg 
and both are using the tested sociological de 
partments of major universities, 


The AJ Committee seeks to explore the 
reasons why major corporations do not employ 
Jews in executive capacities. This is a blow 
aimed at the exclusiveness of the power strue 
ture which gives its plums to the country clu} 
and city sets, both of which, for the most part, 
exclude Jews. 


The B’nai B'rith survey is aimed at studye 
ing anti-Semitism in the U. S. today. 


THERE IS AN AGENCY in the U. S. Jews 
ish community “called the NCRAC which has 
no organizational axes to grind, and which 
is made up of all the civic defense agencies 
in the U. S. Jewish community except two— 
the B’nai PB’rith and the AJ Committee. Ins 
cluded in the NCRAC are local community 
relations committees in some 50 odd Jewish 
communities. It is by far the most represen: 
tative body in the field and it has behind it 
the real grass roots—the local Jewish com: 
munities. Its constituency is not just the local 
B’nai B’rith lodge or the local chapter of the 
American Jewish Committee, either of which 
represent only fragments, often infinitesimally 
small fragments, of the local Jewish commu. 
nities. 


Why then if such costly and important 
studies are being made is there not some prior 
consultation so that the best minds of the 
Jewish community, not just part of them, 
might give the benefit of their experience to 
the planning for these researches, 


IT DOESN’T MAKE much sense, does it?, 

And how can Mr. Katz preach the value 
of the Presidents Conference while contribut 
ing to the fragmentation of the Jewish coms 
munity in a very important segment of its 
work—anti-defamation? 


If there were an aroused Jewish publie 
opinion, does anyone think that this wasteful 
competition and jealous refusal to consult 
between the national Jewish agencies set up 
to help us would be tolerated? Would any 
sensible person agree to a situation where in 
the potentially dangerous situation where Jews 
ish temples and Centers were being bombed 
in the South, our national Jewish agencies 
wouldn't even pick up the telephone to consult 
with one another? Of course not. 


So unity will come about when the Jews 
ish public says they want an end to this non 
sense. At that time, the Jewish organizations 
which now prosper because they refuse to 
join in with central agencies like the NCRAC 
or the Presidents Conference, will find that 
the chaos they have been benefiting from, 
and actually helping to create, has vanished 
and in its stead is an alert community which 
calls for an end to wasteful duplication, and 
costly individual instead of cooperative efforts, 


There is a great deal to be said for dive® 
sity. But it must not be worshipped as the 
one true God, and it must be seen with its 
strengths and its weaknesses. What we want 
is unity in diversity—that is the goal. Unk 
formity is dictatorship. Diversity without co- 
ordination can be anarchy.

Art Comes First, Community Next, To Jewish Writer 











A Jewish writer’s chief respon- 
sibility is to his art. Three dis- 
tinguished speakers were unani- 
mous on this point at a Jewish 
book symposium in Johannes- 
burg, reports the Southern Afri- 
can Jewish Times. 

Chief Rabbi L. I. Rabinowitz 
insisted that a Jewish writer 
should not be asked to put spe- 
ciai responsibility to the Jewish 
community above responsibility 
to his art.

He added: “£ cam never agree 
with those who attacked Sholem 


Asch because of his Jesus trilogy, 
nor with those who feel that a 
Jewish writer should not depict 
bad or unpleasant Jews in their 
work.” 

Mr. A. S. Super and Professor 
Edward Davis agreed with Rabbi 
Rabinowitz about the point of 
emphasis on a Jewish writer’s 
responsibility to his art. 

Mr. Super pointed out, how- 
ever, that some Jewish writers 


had given an unnecessarily mali- Puri 


cious twist to their Jewish char- 
acters. Professor Davis added 
that many of the failings of Jew- 
ish writers were due to the fact 


that they were writing in la 
guages not their own by birth 
The best writing required “gem 
erations of being soaked in thé 
language.”

freedom and human dignity 
fn Cuba, are running again. 
May, with only the clothes on 
their back, are spilling over into 
the Miami area. Here is Exodus, 
1960, Cuban style: 

Jews who have come over 
from Havana in the past few 
months have lost their personal 

sessions — many their life- 
time savings. 

Their homes and businesses 
have been taken over by the 
Government. Many are jobless 
exiles in a strange land. 

But each is quick to point out 
and underscore that no one in 
Cuba has been attacked, or sin- 
gled out because of his religion. 
At this date, there is no anti- 
Semitism. 

This was emphasized by a 
men’s-wear manufacturer, who 
came over from Cuba two weeks 
ago. He asked this reporter to 
withhold his name as he still had 
family in Havana, 

This is his story: 

“Three weeks ago a man rep- 
resenting the Castro Govern- 
ment walked into my factory, 
told me that a new resolution had 
been passed, and that my factory 
had been confiscated. He gave 
me papers to sign — and I was 
out. The man who represented 
then Castro Government was 
Jewish. All factories, regardless 
of the owner’s religion, had been 
ordered confiscated.” 

The family of Charles Shapiro 
had a similar fate. The Shapiro 
family is one of the best-known 
and respected in Havana. The 
Shapiro’s were the owners of 
one of Cuba’s argest depart- 
ment stores, Los Precios Fijos. 
Mrs. Shapiro told this reporter 
she was entertaining guests ors 
evening when “the barbados en- 
tered my home, took my jewelry 
and personal possessions. Later 
they confiscated the department 
store.” 

Mrs. Shapiro is outspoken 
against the Castro Government. 
She told The POST and OPIN- 
ION: “My country is an Iron 
Curtain country now. The Com. 


“munists have taken over. There 


is no more freedom.” 
American citizens, who have 
been living in Cuba for many 





years, are moving their families 
out of the country. 

Mrs. Meyer Fuchsberg, whose 
husband, a textile executive in 
Havana, was picked up recent- 
ly and held without charge, is 
now living in Coral Gables. 

She told this reporter that she 
had talked to the State Depart- 
ment concerning the incident. 
She now was anxiously waiting 
word from her husband. The 
Fuchsbergs were active in the 
English-speaking Temple of Ha- 
vana. She explained that the 
rabbi did not leave suddenly, but 
only at the termination of his 
contract. She emphasized that 
there is no pressure from the 
Government in this field. 


This opinion was repeated 
again by James Knopke, former 
president of Temple Beth Is- 
rael. He moved to Miami last 
August. 


Knopke operated a sugar fac- 
tory until he signed it over to 
the Goverment. Knopke pointed 
out that he was able to make 
contacts here in Miami and con- 
tinue in the same field, 


“But there are hundreds of 
Jewish workers who cannot 
leave Cuba,” he said, “and they 
are just sweating it out. They 
are not being affected as Jews, 
and for that reason I would not 
want to say anything that would 
bring harm to them.” 

This was the consensus of the 
many exiles interviewed. Exodus 
—Cuba, 1960 has not turned into 
a religious issue, and those who 
are living here now want to 
keep it from doing so. 

Although the correspondent of 
the National Jewish POST and 
OPINION draws a startling pic- 
ture of the plight of Jewish refu- 
gees from Cuba, The POST and 
OPINION was notified by lead- 
ing Jewish agencies. involved 
in the task of aiding refugees, 
that the situation was probably 
not too bad since their repre- 
sentatives in Florida and Cuba 
had not indicated any immediate 
need for the extension of assist- 
ance. 

These agencies included the 
Joint Distribution Committee and 
the Hebrew Immigrant Aid and 
Sheltering Society. A similar re- 
port was forthcoming from the 
Institute of Jewish Affairs of 
the World Jewish Congress. 





Denies Charging Dr. Goldmann 
With Appeasing Soviet Union

Sixteen years ago the Ger- 
mans torpedoed the Turkish 
schooner, Mefkura, on its way 
from Constanza to Turkey with 
306 Jewish refugees aboard. 
Today, the World Jewish Con- 
gress is seeking the five known 
survivors. 

West German has begun an 
extensive investigation into Nazi 
atrocities against Jews in 24 
World War II slave labor camps. 
The World Jewish Congress has 
been asked to co-operate by trac- 
ing witnesses who survived the 
forced Jabor camps. 

The Mefkura, which went 
down in the Black Sea on August 
4, 1944, and two other refugee 
ships—the Bulbul and: the Mo- 
rina—sunk by the Germans will 
figure in the charges. 

The ship’s survivors, who were 
taken to Palestine at the time, 
and the survivors from camps on 
“Transit IV Street IV” are being 
sought to help in the case 
against Nazi war criminals by 
Dr. Nehemiah Robinson, World 
Jewish Congress, 15 East 84th 
Street, New York.

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Urges U.S. Judaism to Approve 
Use of Artificial Insemination 


PHILADELPHIA (PO) — A 
plea that Judaism favor artifi- 
eal insemination is voiced by Dr. 
Bertram W. Korn, senior rabbi 
of Reform Congregation Kene- 
seth Israel, in an article which 
appears in a special supplement 
of the Philadelphia Jewish Times 
on “Your Baby and You.” 

Dr. Korn criticizes those who 
denounce artificial insemination 
as “adulterous” and argues that 
it “fosters the participation of 
yet more human beings in the 
sacred partnership of creation 
with their creator.” 

“While recognizing that artifi- 
cal insemination used by some 
monstrous fascist or collectivist 
state like Nazi Germany, for a 
mechanistic production of masses 
of children by donors and un- 
married mothers, might be sub- 
jected to horrendous abuse,” 
writes Dr. Korn, “I cannot other- 
wise understand the opposition 
of the official spokesmen of tra. 
ditional Judaism to the tech- 
nique. 

“T am persuaded that Judaism 
should favor artifical insemina- 
tion as a great boon to human 
beings and as a strong support 
for the sanctity of the family. 
Judaism seeks to strengthen ev- 
ery avenue for the sanctification 
of human life; what greater 
sanctification can we imagine 
than the bringing of the blessing 
of children into the lives of peo- 
ple who are otherwise deprived 
of that blessing? 

“The entire intent of the Bibli- 
cal commandment ‘to be fruit- 
ful and multiply’ is preserved 
and enhanced through the use 
of articial insemination, 

“The procedure is undertaken 
by obstetricians and gynecolog- 
ists frequently with the assist- 
ance of urologists. Arrangements 
are made by the physician with 
a ‘sperm donor’ who is frequent- 
ly a medical student or intern; 
he is usually chosen to conform 
in general to the physical and in- 
tellectual qualities of the hus- 
band. Religious and other aspects 
of family background are borne 
in mind. Many times the pfhiysi- 
cian will prefer to use a donor 
who has already fathered his 
own normal, healthy children. 

“The donor’s sperm is intro- 
duced during the time of highest 
female fertility — but the hus- 
band is requested to engage in 
intercourse with his wife the 
night before and the night after 
the procedure is carried out, this 
for strong emotional and psycho- 
logical reasons, 

“Artificial insemination has 
been fully approved by medical 
authorities on scientific grounds. 
It is not in any sense an experi- 
mental procedure. It has been 
demonstrated to be successful 
from a medical viewpoint, I be- 
lieve that many more babies are 
born from this procedure than 
most people think, During recent 





PLAN MOTEL IN ISRAEL 

PHILADELPIA (P-O) — An 
agreement was signed last week 
between a Philadelphia group of 
Jewish investors and an Israeli 
development company for the

This Israel firm is the Caesaria 
Development Co, The Philadel- 
phia investors are M. Teisan, a 
building contractor; A, Stenton, 
a leader of the Jewish community 
and G. Golden, a steel plant own- 
er. 





Public discussion of the subject 
in England, it was estimated that 
at least a thousand artificial in- 
semination children are born in 
that country each year, 

“But artificial insemination has 
been subjected to savage attack 
by religious leaders of every ma- 
jor faith. Roman Catholic au- 
thorities have denounced it since 
its introduction. Leaders of some 
of the Protestant denominations 
have joined in the attack. Chief 
Rabbi I. H. Herzog of Israel and 
former Chief Rabbi Immanuel 
Jakobovits of Ireland, now of 
New York City, have been in 
the forefront of Orthodox lead- 
ers who have rejected artificial 
insemination as immoral. 

“Every discussion of artificial 
insemination involves a defini- 
tion of adultery. Adultery is 
commonly thought of as an illicit, 
voluntary sexual relationship be- 
tween two persons, one of whom 
is married to somebody else. The 
essence of adultery is that its 
objective is pleasure, be it ac- 
companied by love or otherwise 
Its objective is not procreative. 





“Certain theologians insist that 
artificial insemination is adul- 
terous because the valid objec: 
tive of intercourse is procreation; 
but in artificial insemination 
there is no intercourse. There is 
no human contact whatever be- 
tween the donor and the patient, 
any more than there is in a 
blood transfusion which utilizes 
donated plasma. 

“The entire discussion of adult- 
ery strikes me as being a far- 
fetched stretching of words out 
of all relation to the concepts 
which they attempt to portray. 
Words are only tools to convey 
ideas. When there is real adult- 
ery there is also unfaithfulness. 
But a woman who becomes a 
mother through artificial insem- 
ination does so in order to ful 
fill her love for her husband 
and her husband expresses his 
love through his desire that he 
and his wife become parents, Far 
from loving each other any less. 
this husband and wife will proba- 
ly come to love each other even 
more through the experience of 
parenthood.” 





CRITICS HAIL OPENING 


OF NEW YIDDISH PLAY 


NEW YORK (P-0) — Critical 
acclaim greeted a production of 
the Anderson Yiddish Theater’s 
“My Son and I” which is a robust 
and richly comie play of life in 
modern-day Bensonhurst. 


The Herald-Tribune hailed it as 
“an affirmation of the triumph- 
ant joy of Jewish family life.” 
Written, produced and directed 
by Herman Yablokoff, who also 
stars in it, the play deals with a 
familiar theme of the Jewish 
theater—the child straying from 
his faith and his family. 


The Herald-Tribune critic com- 
ments: “Instead of confining 
itself to out-and-out moralizing, 
the play clothes its meaning in a 
theatrical coat of many colors, 
including melodrama, operetta, 
comedy and even’ vaudeville. 
Although the basie language of 
the play is Yiddish, laced with 
liberal infusions of English, no 
one can miss its message,” 


The New York Times critic 
said “there are deft, entangling 
touches and good dialogue. Most 
appealing musically was Sholom 
Secunda’s adaption of the tradi-

Armed Forces Board Okays 
Hate Garbage for PX Stands 


PHILADELPHIA (P-O) — A 
rabbi trying to have the maga 
zine American Mercury removed 
from PX stands at posts and en- 
campments of the Armed Forces 
because it featured anti-Semitic 
articles, received a Dland reply 
from the Armed Forces Litera- 
ture Review Board that the mag- 
azine was O.K. because it at- 
tacked other groups as well as 
Jews, 

The rabbi found this answer 
somewhat baffling. It seemed to 
him to indicate that It was all 
right for someone to burn his 
house down as long as the ar. 
sonist burned down everybody’s 
house on the block 

Rabbi Joshua B. Wachtfogel, 
of this city, was serving as Jew- 
ish Chaplain in Alaska when he 
encountered a flood of anti-Se 
mitic material appearing in 
American Mercury which was 
distributed by agencies of the 
United States Government to PX 
stands throughout the territory. 

A study of several issues of 
the magazine revealed that anti- 
Semitic propaganda was the 
main theme of the publication. 
Aware that Armed Forces’ regu- 
lationS require chaplains to re- 
port on, and seek the elimina- 
tion of, such literature from PX 
libraries and exchanges, he 
promptly wrote to the Literature 
Review Committee of the Alas- 
kan Command, 

The Review Board, comprising 
highly placed military officers, 
sent him the following reply: 

“It would appear that these 
issues do in fact elaborate some- 
what an anti-Semitic thesis. How- 
ever, it was also noted that 
American Mercury practices a 
controversial pattern in general; 
that it publishes articles that 
are intended toward sensational- 
ism. 

“Therefore, it is felt that the 
Jews are no more a deliberate 
target of American Mercury’s 
editorial policy than are other 
minority groups and segments 
of the populace. For the above 
reasons American Mercury will 





not be recommended for elimina- 
tion at this time,” 


Rabbi Wachtfogel commented: 
“Without making this an occa- 
sion for comment on the intel. 
ligence of some of the men re- 
sponsible for directing the de- 
fense of our country, I must 
say that it is evident that some- 
thing must be done.” 

The rabbi said his initial dis- 
covery of American Mercury’s 
anti-Semitic emphasis occured in 
1959 when a Jewish soldier of 
Belgian origin — whose mother 





had died in a Nazi concentra- 
tion camp — showed him a copy 
of the magazine picked up in an 
Army PX in Alaska. 


The boy expressed surprise 
that a government which had 
fought and destroyed the Nazi 
war machine should expend 
money and effort disseminating 
the same type of vicious, rabble- 
rousing sentiments espoused by 
the Nazis and translated so mon- 
strously by them in the gas 
chambers of Dachau and Buchen- 
wald. 





0. Henry Twist Needed 
For this Tangled Tale 


LYDDA AIRPORT (P-O) —

lighted the short-story itch of O. 
Henry, American expert of the 
unexpected literary twist, oc- 
curred on a.

except the Israeli who went off 
home and got caught in a traffic 
jam in booming autumn heat.
